on _ 2, across territory which a few 
months ago was nothing but bare plain 
or veldt, but where 4bers are now town- 
ships with several bunared iron-frame 
houses, "#tores and hotels. In that ec- 
tion of Africs, at least, the days of trans- 
port-riding by bullock are numbered. 
But the most important of African pro- 
jects at the prevent time is the Congo 
railroad. - Letters just received from the 
Congo announce the completion of the 
railroad as far as Palaballs, about ten 
mites from Matadi, the starting place. 
Ma'a1i is almost opposite the well-known 
miasion atation of Viri-on-the-Congo, 
an1 has been made a base of supplies for 
railroad and steamabip operations for 
several years. The line to Palaballs has 
been built under the most adverse cir- 
cumastances, every foot of it having been 
blasted out of the solld quartzite rok 
peculiar to that region. Probably no 
railroad in the world was ever underta- 
ken in the face of more tremend--us nat- 
ural obstacles. The plntean at Palabatts 
is about one-third of the entire distance 
of the road which it is proposed to carry 
through Stanley Pool. he part just 
e mpleted curves «round the foot of Ma- 
tadi Hill for geveral miles, theo enters 
the Leopold ravine, which it crowes on & 
Steel bridge, 200 feet long, with the 
Mpos0 river roaring beneath. _ Six more 
steel bridges must be built before reach.- 
ing Stanley Pool; but the worst obsta- 
cles have now been overcops. 

There are 200 white men and nearly 
2,000 natives engaged in building the 
row. In « report made by the director 
geveral to the stockbo'lders in January 
last, it was explained that the unususl 
delays had been caused by engineering 
difficulties in bridging over the long 
spaces of ravines., in cutting through tte 
mazsses of aolid rock, in croeing rivers 
and in additional +urveys. Beaides, 
there bad been at the ou'!set much sick- 
ness among white employes. Sixteen 
Europeans had died znd many were cent 
bome #ick; but the builders were not 
digcouraged. The Evropeans have now 
got fairly acclimsted and the workin 
staff is in excellent condition, being well 
supplied with medicines and well your 
ished with the native products. Up to 
the time of the report referred to, nearly 
five million francs were expended on the 
rogd, More working capital hs been 
placed at the company's disposal during 
the year, The company owns hospitals, 
stores, water house, pier, and workshops 
at Matadi--with a hospital aod other 
buildings at Kinkanda, - together with 
two transport steamers, the Reine des 
Belges and the Souverain, There were 
at that time in wee on the road, three 
locomotives, fifteen freight cars, and two 
pazzenger coaches, which will be largely 
supplemented by other rolling stock, re- 
cently or.lered. 

Beſore avother year pegscs the truveler 
may be able to penetrate the very heart 
of Africa by rail. From either side, and 
from the South also, he may be able to 
reach sections which till now have been 
among tbe dark places of «avage wicked- 
ness and cruelty, the «cenes of Christian 
«offering and mnsszcre, of idol-worsbip, 
and of man-hunting slave raids.

Six more 
steel bridges must be built before reach- 
iog Stanley Pool; but the worst obsta- 
cles have now been overcome.

Curlositics About Cattle. 


The first cattle that were brought into 
the American colonies were landed at tho 
James River Plantation, in Virginia, in 
the year 10607, They came from the 
West Indies and were the descendants of 
the cattle taken to those islands by 
Coldmbus on his second voyage, in the 

ear 1493, In 1610 geveral cows were 
landed, and again in 1611 about 109 
head more were brought to the planta- 
tion. This, therefore, was the genesis 
of the cattle business in America. In 
order to encourage the industry to the 
fullest tble extent an order was 
paxzed forbidding the slaughter of any 
animal of the bovine kind under penalty 
of death. Under this restriction the 
number of cattle increased to 30,000 in 
Virginia alone before the end of the year 
1619, The first cattle brought into New 
England colonies arrived at Plymouth in 
1624, and were imported from England 
by Governor Winslow, Three beifers 
and & bull made up the cargo; in color,” 
the old record zays, *they were black, 
black and white and brindle,” In 166 
twelve cows were sent to Cape Ann, and 
in 1629, thirty more. In 1630 about 100 
were imported ©for the exclusive- use of 
the colony of Mazzachusetts Bay.” Dur- 
ing the same year 103 were sent from 
Holland to New York, 80 that by the 
year 1630 there were a good many head 
of horned cattle” in the different coto- 
nies. The reader naturally thinks of 
these animals as superb specimens of the 
bovine race, bet they were nob Higstory 
—that is, the curious and interesting 
pert of history—tells us that the average 
weight of fat cattle in the Liverpool 
market as late as 1710 was only 87 
pounds, What an evolution in 189

The housgs ars 
built, as uaual in the Eavt, about 
courts, with terraces protected by 
parapets, and movt of thera are cow 
Sirncted for tho accommodation of 
todgers, $6 that the pilgrims cat have 
convenient accers to their eeparate 
apartments. The town, in fact, is 
greatly modified to minister to the 
great influx of strangers in the auvual 
Hadji. Ordinary bonses have apart 
ments for them, tho streets are broad 
to give room for the crowd of pil. 
grims, and the innovation of outer 
windows -is to give the vieitors « 
chance to »6e the processton. 

The city"lies open on all sides; it 
has fow trees, and no fine buildings 
except the great moeqne. It is not 
well snpptied with water, and jn the 
beight of the pilgrimage this fluld be- 
comes 8carce and dear. The wells are 
brackivh, and there are few cigterns 
for collecting  rain-water. It is true 
that the low of the holy well "Zem- 
zem in the mosque is copious enough 
to «upply the town, but there Is a 
prejudice againet using the water for 
common purposes, and bosides, It is 
heavy anil ba4 for digestion. The 
best water is brought 1 an equeduet 
from the vicinity of Arafat, ix or 
«even hours digtant, but the conduit is 
in bad repair and ancleancd, and this 
supply often geis low. Tlie gtreets 
are unpaved, and as the country is 
subject to heavy rains, alternating 
with scorching heat, they are always 
either excessively maddy or intolers- 
bly duty. 

The fervent heat of the town is al- 
ways contrasted with the coolness of 
the clevated city of Medina. Muham- 
med said that he who hal endured the 
cold of Medina and the heat of Meeca 
merited the rewar\l of paradise. Sud- 
den and copious Yorms of rain fre- 
quently delage Mecca; $0motimes the 
whole town is sabmerged, houzes are 
swept away and lives lost, and water 
has stood in the mosque eaclogare as 
bigh as the black stone in the Kaba. 
Although Burckhardt snys he enjoyed 
his stay there and was very comfurta- 
ble (the Hadj that year was in No- 
vember), his experiencs is not that of 
mont pilgrims, —{ Harper's Magazine. 


Telegraph Lines in the Tropics. 

The business of telegraphing bay its 
difficulties and is prolific of exnagpera- 
tions in this town and conntry, with 
dead wires and live wires, cros*es and 
ta»gles, cyclones and blizzards,gand 
auroras and *bugs.” Telegraphic 
communication any where is snhject to 
interruption from a hundred aud one 
causes, and few people who Kick 
abont the service are aware 'of the 
difficulties to be vyercome in muin- 
taining -a perfect electrical circuit. 
But in the tropics the maintenance of 
a lelegraph line in. good working 
order is « coustant up-hill fight againet 
all manner of interrupting enemics 
that linemen and operators in this 
latitude never dream of. 

In Brazil the wires get tangled up 
with the cuble-like web of an im- 
mense »pider, which, - dripping - with 
dew or rain, makes cross connections, 
$ort circuits, and grounds almost 
daily. Antz ofien destroy the poles 
in a few weeks. Moukeys swing on 
the wires amd break them, and-in the 
Lores(s creepers and rope-like withes 
overgrow the poles and wires every 
few weeks. All this is more or less 
true of all Central anil South America. 
In Cubs there is an orchid that in- 
crusts the wiro and canses leakage. In 
the West Indian Islands the John 
Crows, or turkey buzzards, make life 
miserable for the telegraph _ and te'e- 


phone Fople. These big, heavy birds,”

Amen, 

We, the Bishops, Chief Pastors and obedient eervants of the aforesaid churches, 

aacembled in joint council by order of our reapective General Conferences, mot re- 

zpectfully beg leave to eubmit the following for your attention and consideration ; 

For twenty-eight years, or more, Committees, Commizsions, and the Bishops, 

of the aforeaaid vhurches, have been meeting, from time to time, with a view of ef- 

fecting an organic union between theve two venerated bodics; and in keeping with 
the last prayer of our Saviour, making the two denominations a unit, which is now 

206 in Eccleiastical Polity, Faith, Doctrine, Forms and Uzages. For the reagon* 

we are both Episcopal Methodist, and are Scripturally coxmopolitan in belief afid 

practice, mainteining as we do, the Fatherhood of God, avd the brothertiood of 
man. . ' 

But in every instance s0me nou-exvential ixvue, .or defluition of some term, or , 
magnified technicality, has intervened, and tho objevt 8ought, aud $0 much desired, 
has been ſoiled, thus perpetuating a species of eccleviastic feudalizm which has 
weakened and retarded our religious influence among the poople, aad in $ome in- 
itances, has been productive of revults painfully sinaful. Too frequently we have 
engaged in a competitive warfare, where nothing was at #take but the ambition of 
denominational conquest. Expecislly has this been the case with many of our min- 
isters and |ay members. 

Our two l«st General Conſereuces which met in Philadelphia and Pittsburgh, Pa. 
reapectively, created a joint commiasion, convizting of twelve members each, repre- 
zenting these bodies respoctively; in the month of May, 1892, which twenty-four 
commissioners met and deliberated in Harrieburg, Pa. While this commission did 
not reach « basis of organic union wholly aatis{actory to exch General Conference, . 
they did finally evolve euch progpective terms and agreement, as enabled them to 
decide upon « vame. This hitherto invurmousotable difficulty, baving been over- 
come, the further disposition of terms, conditions and arrangements for organic un- 
ion, were referred t > the two Epizcopat Councils combined, and orderelt to be cub- 
mitted to the churches, as bereinafter provid-d. , 

That the object may be cootummated, Heaven honored, the unity of the church 
8ubgerved, our people made more integral and the hearts of millions turned toward 
God, we, therefore invoke the prayers, charity, patience and loving-kindness, of 
all who are of the household of ſaith, upon this, the revult of our prayerful labor. 

TERMS OF ORGANIC UNION. 

lst. Finding that both the Aſricau Methodivt Episcopal Church, and the African 
Methbodinzt Episcopal Zion Church have vuch an Episcopal form of government as is 
common to Episcopal Methodists; and that they alike bave the twenty-five articles 
of religion, the general rules, the reatrictive rules, and the sams ordination, euchs- 
ristic, marriage, baptismal, and burial service, with claws meetings, love feasts and 
»ther forms of worship peculiar to Episcopal Methodism; with general, annual, dis- 
trict and quarterly conferences, and 8uch-like. We recommend that they all be re- 
tained in the United Church, with all the rights, prerogatives and responsibilities 
vs at prevevt. 

2d. Finding that both churches believe that the sacred Scriptares, is the word of 
God, and that the ministers and members have « concordant faith upon all the car- 
dinal doctrines of Chistiavity; euch as conviction for sin, justific tion by faith, 
1anctification by the Holy Spirit, the immortality of the $0ul, the resurrection of the 
dead, and other fundamental doctrines of Methodiem, which will need no change 
or modification. We recommend that all statutory laws and rules be submitted to 
the Ugited General Conference, for such alterations, modifications or addenda, as 
may be found necexsary to perfect and perpetuate the union. 

3. As the general conference of both connections have agreed upon « name for 
the United Church, namely: African and Zion Methodist Edigcopal Oburch, we 
submit the same for the concurrence of the hereinafter designated conferences and 
congregations. 

4th. All deeds, titles, claims and mortgages, for or against either of the aaid 
churches or denominations, «hall vest or be fixed in the United Church, on and 
after the ratification of this agreemeut, ani the trustees or officials, shall #ue and 
be #ued, plead and be impleaded us though no change of title had taken place. 

5th. That the propositious, articles and terms of agreement for the condumma- 
tion of the unity of the two churches, as above named and defined, we propose that 
tbe $name be eubmitted to all the annual conferences nnd churches or worshipping 
20ngregations throughout the bounds of both connections for their approval or rat. 
fication. And when a mjority of all the annual conferences and three-fourths of 

\ll the quarterly conferences, and three-fourths of all the churches or worghippiag 

2ongregations, who shall be communicant members at the time the vote is submit- 

ied and may be taken, chall concur or by «vu effirmative yote; sball ratify the same 

—the A. M. E. Church and the A. M. E. Z. Church $hall be declared one church, 

» denomination under the name of the African and Zion Methodist Episcopal 

Church.” 

Miesioo churches or congregations will not be required to vote in determining 
the final revult of this questiob, as they are more #ubordinate or dependent than 

egular and mandatory, 

6th. The 2everal or respective Bishops presiding over the aunual Couferences in each 
connection, on and after August 1st, 1992, sball submit these propositions to 
the #xid Conferences, and the majority vote, pro or con, «hall be recorded upon 
the proceedings, and published with the minutes, And the Bizhops preiding 
hall certiſy to the same, with the Conference $ecretary, and forward the certifi- 
gate to the secretary of their reapective Episcopal board or council. Also, the 
presiding elders aball, as they go the rounds of their quarterly meeting aervi 
ces, $ubmit the 8ame to the quarterly Conferences, and to all the churches or con. 
gregations in their several districts during z0me hour of their quarterly meeting 
zervices. And the revult of the vote shall be attested by the presiding elder, pas- 
tor and the «ecretary of the stewards' or trustee board; and the prediding © elder 
Wall forward the same to the Bishop of the district, who, #hall in turn, transmit 
the zame to the secretary of his Episcopal board of council. 

7th. Whenever the couseut of the ministry, and membersbip of the -aforecxaid- 
counections, bas - been declared as aſorementioned, the senior Bighops of both 
bodies sball call a joint meeting of the Bighops of the respective churches; which 
joint board or council of Bishops, «hall provide and arrange for « meeting of « 
united general Oonference of the African and Zion Methodist Episcopal Church,
